Libyan oil for French aid

PARIS. — The much awalted long- 
term agreement between France 
and Libya on the exchange of Li- 
byan off for French goods was 
quietly signed in Paris yesterday. 
The signature culminates the 
week-long visit here by Major Ah- 
del Salam Jalloud, the Libyan Pre- 
miler, who headed an unusually large 
delegation here for talks with 

French officials. 

No figures have yet been dis- 
closed on the scope of the deal but 
informed sources said it was pro- 
bable that the new agreement was 
roughly comparable to an oill-for- 
goods deal recently concluded be- 
tween France and Iran for an ap- 
proximate 25,000m. francs. 

A communique issued after yes- 
terday’s signature said France 


would recetve oj} in exchange for 
aid in developing industries in 
Libya. i

Israeli ships barred from Haifa 
port to prevent their being struck

HAIFA. — δῖα port manager 
Yitzhak Rahav yesterday morning 
barred any more Israeli ships from 
entering the harbour, for fear that 
they too might be struck by the 
marine officers union. This would 
have further aggravated the port 
operation, already seriously affected 
by the tying up of five ships inside 
the port by the union in their fight 
against the Zim company. As a re- 
sult of the order, the m.s. Ashdod 
was unable to enter the port as 
scheduled and foreign ships came 

in to load citrus instead. 


Meanwhile, the fate of the 17-day- 
old strike hinged on the outcome 
of the meeting, arranged for 830 
lagt night between the union lead- 
ers and the Zim general manager 
Moshe Kashti by Histadrut secre- 
tary Yeruham Meshel. Mr. Kashti 
who had earlier vowed not to meet 
the union men as long as they 
continued the strike, told The Pust 
he had accepted Mr. Meshel’s in- 
vitatlon “out of respect for him 
and the Histadrut." But he streased 
that there would be “no change 
whatsoever” in Zim’s basic stand — 
neither to negotiate with the union 
while the strike lasted nor to grant 
their pay demands for the roll-on 
roll-off ship officers. 


The union representative said 
that they hoped to reach an accord 
that would enable both ‘sides to 
emerge honourably from the con- 


flict. They now realized that they 
could not make the Zim manager 
surrender and that this would not, 
in fact, be to their advantage. They 
believed that a possible way out 
would be their agreement to sub- 
mit the dispute for a ruling to a 
Histadrut committee, which the Zim 
manager had demanded throughout 
aad was stil! willing to accept. 

However, the question would be 
what terms of references the com- 
mittee would be given and by what 
standards it would judge their 
claims. “If it would base their 
judgement on the wage scale in 
Israel which are much iower than 
at sea, we will be unable to agree. 
But ἐξ the basis would be the ctir- 
rent wage scale in the merchant 
marine with a view to wages in 
foreign navies, that should be ac- 
ceptable to us.” 

The source also felt that Mr. 
Kashti had mapoeuvred them into 
8. total confrontation and that they 
bad their tactics and 
allowed themselves to be pushed 
inte a corner. However, they still 
doubted whether the Government 
would really have allowed the com- 
pany to be liquidated and the ships 
to be sold off as Mr. Kashti had 
threatened. 

At nine yesterday morning, the

_ AMONG THEIR OWN KIND’

A rew approach to immigrant absorption is need- 
ed “because the old hes failed and it is 
nonsense to stick to it," Dr. Ra‘anan Weitz, bead 
of the settlement department of the Jewish Agency, 
told the Zionist Council in Jerusalem yesterday. 

The session of the Council's current emergency 
mneeting was devoted to a discussion of immigration. 

Dr. Weitz proposed “community absorption" by 
ailoting hopsing estates to groups coming from 2 
similar hoyle background. “TI Imow this ruxs counter 
to the established thinking that newcomers from 
various countries must Ee mixed; but this system 
did not work in the past.” He said thet Nahariya. 
which wes built by a single community — German 
immigrants, has since proved capable of absorbing 
immigrants from many lands. 

The housing estates should be for 1,560 to 2,000 
families, planned in advance if possible by the 
would-be settlers while they were still abread, and 
run by thernselves. 

Frustrations often begin whet new immigrants 
come up against officilaldom. Dr. Welt= suggeszs that 
contacts with the authorities be chanelled through 
the management of the housing estates. "Social 
absorption will be effected by the settlers them- 
selves — veterans, with the best of irtent‘ions can'> 
do the job.” 

Samuel Wigder, vice-president of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America, suggested settirg up rer- 
manent offices of shiihim (emissaries) or U.S. cam- 
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puses to contact Jewish students, but urged that 
the emissaries be chosen by American Jews. There 
showld be new criteria for ehlihim: they must be 
college graduates, represent the finest of Israeli 
virtues, and “be Zionists." He also insisted that 
the director of immigration in the U.S. be approved 
by the American Zionists. For the middle-age im- 
migrants Mr. Widger suggested that mortgages at 
low interest be available. 

Some speakers demanded “drastic and practica? 
measures" to foster aliya, but gave few suggestions 
how to do it. Moshe Shaftan, a young newromer 
from France, said Israel could offer Jewish youths 
“a pew perspective of life” to detract them from 
the lure of the New Left, “but the desires of young 
people are misunderstood” by the Zionist leaders. 
In the twe Jewish schools in Paris, pupila had to 
Sght for the right to form Zionist committees, Mr. 
Shaftan said, 

Echoing him was Uri Gordon, the leader of the 
Israeli Labour party youth faction, who offered 
Jewish youths from abroad the challenge of building 
2 new society in Israel. 

Mrs. Esther Zackler, former presideat of Pioneer 
Women in the U.S., said new immigrants often 
conclude that the Israelis “want aliya but not Olim.” 
She objected to acmonitions that neweamers must 
lower their standard of living when they come here. 
“Oli should be able to find in Israel what they 
seek for thelr own betterment,” said Mrs. Zackler, 
who recently immigrated herself. 


‘Right to land must be basis 
of Zionist information policy’

The immediate alm of Ziontst in- 
formation policy is to promote fa- 
vourable public opinion in the world 
in order to alleviate pressure in 
the negotiation of a durable peace, 
Avraham Schenker, head of the ἰπ- 
formation department of the Jewish 
Agency, told the Zionist Council 
yesterday. But, he added, nothing 
could explain the policies of the 
State of Israe] without reference τὸ 
the basic Zionist tenet of the Jew- 
ish people's rights in Palestine and 
the permanent connection between 
the Jewish people and the Land of 
Tarael. 


Mr. Shenker said Zionist infor- 
mation was directed at five sorts 
ef people: confirmed Zionists, the 
general Jewish public, intellectuals 
and academicians, the new genera- 
tion in the Jewish community, and 
the non-Jewish public. “It is ab- 
surd to demand that we present our 
case in an identical manner to 
everybody," Mr. Schenker said. It 
was also fallacious to say that 


Zionist propaganda material was 
“too left-wing” or 
or “ποῦ réligious-: 
Simply devised to 
diences the basic truth of Zionism, 
Mr, Schenker said. Recent press 
eriticis has accused the depart- 
ment of le2ning dangerously toward 
the poiitical trend of Mr. Schenker's 
party, Mapam. The Zionist move- 
ment was open to all trends, and 
that was its strength, according 
τὸ Mr, Schenker. 

To help in achieving its aim, the 
ieformation department planned to 
estabisk 2 central information com- 
mittee; to enlarze Zionist informa- 
ton centres abroad: to help create

Zionist federations; to print more

Ya'acov Tsur, head of the Jewish 


National Fund, said the Zionist 
Movement was different from the 
natural Zionism of the Jews because 
it was "A political movement whose 
members were ready to fight on 
the barricades for their ideas." At 
resent, Sowever, only Jews in the 
Soviet Union qualify to be called 
real Zionists, he said. 

Shlomo Derech, of the Ahdut Ha'- 
aveda faction of the Labour party, 
warned™Zionists “not to bow to the 
non-Zionlsts in the Agency and tone 
down the basic premise of Zionism 
that Jewish life in the Diaspora is 
bound to disappear, Zionists be- 
lieved that ‘there was no alternative 
for the Jewish people but to live 
in Palestine, to which the Jewish 
people had an inalienable right, he 
said. 

Other speakers slipped into Israeli 
political issues, Jacques Torczyner, 
of ZOA, said Israelis should show 
unity by establishing «a national 
unity government — a note taken 
up by Salomon Friedrich, a Herut- 
Hazohar delegate from France.

The new campus will include the 
Ben-Gurion archives, which the 
University expects will became 2 
centre for research in Jewish anc 
Israeli history. It will also ineor- 
porate a desert research centre, 
including an institute of ecology. 

Prof. Prywes and Dr. Lerner said 
the Beersheba university will ofi- 
cially become Ben-Gurion Univer- 
sity at a ceremony on Sunday, the 
opening day of the four-day Board 
meeting. The meeting will bring 
some 90 Board members and guests, 
from the U.S, Canada, l2ritzin, 
Europe and Israe}, to Beersheba. 

The University needs TL185r. to 
complete all planned building, the 
two said. Of this the Government 
is expected to give IL104m. if the 
rest can be raised through contr!- 
butions, The 1973-74 operating 
budget — of IL38m. — includes a 
Ti4.5m. deficit, they said. The. de- 
velopment budget for the period 
will be IL40m.

Juvenile crime 
up after war 


Juvenile delinquency went down 
drastically during the war, but rose 
sharply in the two months follovw- 
ing — reversing a four-year down- 
ward trend. This was the essence 
of a report by Dr. Menahem Hero- 
witz, director of the Ministry of 
Social Welfare Youth Rehabilitation 
Service, on Monday, 

Dr. Horowitz, said that delir- 
quency, which had been declining 
since 1968, dropped by 57 per cent 
tm October, as compared with the 
same month last year. But in No- 
vember it was 15 per cent over the 
figure for November 1972, and in 
“December it was up 37 per cent 
over Iast yeer. ᾿ 

The reason for the October de- 
cline was a change in the pattern 
of lawbreaking during an emer- 
gency, he said — increased super- 
vision by families and civil defence 
personnel and improved attitudes by 
young people during the conflict. 
While no conclusions could be drawn 
from the two-month increase fallow- 
ing the war, it should be viewed 
with concern, in the light of the 
constant decrease since 1968,

LONDON. — 
T= election campaign is at the 
half way stage and it still ap- 
pears io be anybody's guess as to 
which party will be victorious on 
February 28. 

All the opinion polls place the rul- 
ing Conservative Party slightly 
shead of the Labour Party at pres- 
ent, but the margin is small, rang- 
ing from ἃ one per cent to seven 
per cent lead for the Tories. 

Despite the far more séexiows eco- 
nomic issues facing the country, 
Prime Minister Edward Heath has 
managed to bold the focns of public 
attention on the issue of the gov- 
ernment's authority versus the chal- 
Yenge from the unions. 

Until! the weekend, Labour leader 


i Herold Wilson seemed to be unable 


to make much headway. But the 
announcement that prices had risen 
more than two per cent in Ja- 
muary seems to have provided him 
with just the stick he needed with 
which to beat the Government. 

Mr. Heath is campaigning on two 
Issues: that the electorate must 
have a chance to uphold Parlia- 
ment’s authority when the elected 
government is challenged by indus- 
trial action, and that the govern- 
ment needs a new mandate to deal 
with the new problems arising from 
rising world prices of raw mate- 
rials, especially oil 

Mr. Heath has not promised any- 
thing new in the way of policies, 
only a firmer application of his 
anti-union stance, and hes said vir- 
tually nothing about how he intends 
to tackle the balance of payments 
crisis, 

The theme of Communist subver- 
ston, or “Reds Under the Bed" to use 
the more popular parlance, strikes 
8 sympathetic chord within many 
sectors of the voting public. Many 
people genuinely fear that if the 
miners’ pay demands ere met, there 
will be no controlling the unions

‘and that the country will go to 
wrack and ruin as wnion after 
union goes on strike to demand 
higher and higher wages, This Tory 
government, they believe, has the 
right’ approach in standing up to 
the miners and refusing their de- 
tnands for more money. 

But this issue is, in many ways, 
very short term. Τὸ is critical for 
the economy, but everybody believer 
that it wil] be settled relatively 
quickly once polling day is past. 
The mincrs will have to receive 
gome degree of satisfaction for 
their claims because unless they 
do return to work the country will 
face a total shutdown due to a lack 
of electrical power. 

The real issue which will face 
the new government is how to rec- 
tify an economic situation in which 
the country is more deeply in debt 
than at any time this century. 

Labour has put forward a more 
radical and left-wing manifesto 
than . While this may 
Please the Left wing of the party, 
the references to sizable national- 
izations and government interven- 
tion in the economy frightens off 
many middle-of-the-road voters. 

Some pundits draw comparisons 
between 1974 and the positions of 
the two parties at the 1970 elec- 
tions. Then it was Wilson who tour- 
ed in Prime Ministerial style, full 
of confidence and bounce, while 
the untried Edward Heath hammer- 
ed away at the question of price 
rises during six years of Labour rule. 

Today it is Heath who is going 
for walkabouts among the people 
and who is campsigning on his re- 
cord, while tt is Labour aud Ha- 
rold Wilson who are beginning more 
and more to belabour the point that 
prices have risen astronomically 
under the Conservatives. 

In 1970, people turned from Wilson 
to Heath because they were dis- 
satisfied with the record of the 
Labour government, and obviously 
Wilson is hoping for a similar trend

This is why the Liberals hope to 
score thelr biggest success in de- 
eades. They already have a new- 
found confidence resulting from 
unprecedented by-election suc- 
cesses last year. 

Because of the upsurge of sup- 
port for the party in the summer 
and autumn of last year, the Liberal 
Party is now hetter organised than 
in previous campaigns and will be 
fielding 500 candidates for the 635 
seats in the House of Commons. 

With many opinion polls giving 
them between 15 and 20 per cent 
of the vote, the Liberals are hopeful 
that they may be able to hold the 
balance of power in the new par- 
Hiament. Yet, because of the con- 
stituency election system, the party 
may poll very high In votes, but not 
have them sufficiently concentrat- 
ed to win a really sizable block 
of seats. 

With more than a week to go till 
polling day, plenty could stil! hap- 
pen to swing the voters one way or 
the other. AS a result even the 
most experienced pundits are hedz- 
ing their bets.

TEL AVIV. — Persons wandering 
down, to Lillenblum Street lately to 
sell their dollars on the black mar- 
ket for “five pounds plus” have 
found themselves getting much less 
than the officiel rate of 11.4.30, 

They have ‘been picked up by 
plainclothes policemen, “‘frisked"” in 
nearby doorways, and taken to na- 
tional police headquarters for ques- 
tioning, . 

Tf. they prove they were carry: 
ing the dollars “innocently” ie., that 
they did not know ft is Dlepul to 
sell them on'the black market, 
they are escorted to the nearest 
bank where the dollars are ex- 
changed at the official rate. 

Tf they cannot prove their “good 
faith,” they are often asked to agree 
to waive a trial and to pay a penal- 
ty (called coffer or ransom in
